“Crusade For 
ivilisation” - 


Dr. Esme Wingfield Stratford in 
his book, “Crusade for Civilisa- 
tion” (Routledge, 7s. 6d.) shows 
that present-day ‘“Imperialisms” 
are the totalitarian nations and 
that. the ambitions of -all peoples 
should be free association by the 
tie of mutual consent.

(From A Belgian Correspondent.) 


FROM TIME TO TIME young Belgians. succeed | 
in escaping from their invaded country to join the 
Belgian Army on British soil. The tale they have to iy 
tell is one of oppression, robbery, deceit and violence. i 

But it is also a tale of hope, bevause: they. are |! 
proud to testify that the Belgians resist their Ger- : 


man oppressors with the same courage as they did |. 


during the last war, in spite of the Knowledge that: 
the outside world has not the same sympathy for 
them now as it had in 1914. 


In 1914, Belgium under Ger- 
man rule enjoyed, up to a point, 
the protection afforded by the pre- 
sence of diplomatic representatives 
of neutral countries, especially of 
the United States. In this war, 
however, the Germans have not 
long tolerated the presence of such 
formidable witnesses. The Nazis 
hope to isolate the Belgian people 
by lowering, as it were, the lron 
curtain between the stage and the 
aud.torium. 

But they are not succeeding. 
Belgians have no obvious means of 
communicating with the outside 
‘vorld, but they know perfectly 
well how the war is progressing. 
They listen in secret to the British 
broadcasts in French and Flemish, 
and nearly every day they see 
British aeroplanes on their way to 
objectives in Belgium itself) or ip 
Germany, 

{n these circumstances it is no 
great marvel if practically all Bel- 
gians take v very Optimistic view 
of the prospects of the war and 
are ardently pro-British. 


The King’s Position 


The determination shown by 
Britain after the French surrender 
is the main reason for the spirit 
of resistance in Belgium, Other 
factors are the plundering of Bel- 
dian food stores and = industrial 
products, the extraordinary blun- 
ders and impudence of German 
propaganda, and tHe attempts of 


the invader to divide the Belgians j 


among themselves by playing off 
the Flerrish against the Walloons 
or French-speaking Belgians. 

Resistance is considerably 
strengthened by the fact that King 
Leopold in spite of German pres- 
sure, has refused to conclude any 
kind of agreement with Germany, 
and considers himself a prisoner 
of war, 
Ho is still’ poputar with nis 
people, and no. constitutional 
issue has arlsen between the 
King in Brussels and the Bel- 
glan Government in London, ' 
The Government’ say he is not in 
a position to exercise his powers 
as King, and he himeel¢ implicitly 
approves this verdict by having no 
dealings with the enemy.

Royal de Laeken, the King’s sum- 
mer residence on the outskirts of 
Brussels, Every day Gelgians lay 
flowers near the gates. 


Shadow Over Brussels 


Brussels is no longer the gay 
city where the comforts’ of life 
were perhaps the cheapest in 
Europe. The tramp of German 
boots sounds everywhere, and the 
only cars to be seen are those of 
German . officers. Among the Ger- 


man soldiers.the old reservists, dis- j. . 


‘iHusioned by the. .length of.the 


In Dieghem, 
a village near Brussels, Belgjans 
armed with carbines attacked a 
house inhab‘ted by German of- 
ficers, The obscure soldiers of a 
potential rebellion have begun to 
work in the dark.

* With Germany 


Britain is fast pushing 
ahead with the output of 
men and material in an 
effort to overtake Ger- 
many’s great lead in tank 
production and units to 
man them. The view has 
been expressed that the 
flow of tanks already ex- 
ceeds‘that of full-trained 
men to man them. 


Two types of formation in the 
Royal Armoured Corps expanding 


rapidly are the Armoured _ Divi- 


sion, possessing the most formid- 
able hitting power in the British 
Army, self-contained and working 
at high speed, and the even more 
weighty Army Tank Brigade, 
working at a slower pace with the 
infantry. 

The aim in equipment is stan-

Playing Position 
BY BEST BALL 


Beginning golfers are o.ten 
unable to determine precisely 
Just what constitutes a proper 
back swing in golf, They 
may have some idea of how 
the club should be taken back 
but the precise functions of 
the arms und body and the 
co-ordination between the two 
is not clear, For exan:ple, in 
the illutration to the left the 
player is shown with the club 
half way up in the backstroke 
yet no apparent body turn has 
accompanied this arm move- 
ment. Consequently, the swing 
will not) only be lacking in 
power but that forward move- 
ment of the clubhead close tu 
the ground, which can only 
come when the body is mov- 
ing forward with the stroke, 

By having the player break 
his wrists while standing in 
his natural address position, 
until the club is nearly verti- 
ca] to the ground, then turning 
his body t the right, one gains 
the proper position for this 
pojnt in the backstroke, Hands, 
wrists and oarms remain as 
they were and by breaking the 

B wrists still more the club may 
be litted over the right shoul- 
der, The final position is 
similar to that used in playing 
a full shot. Naturally such a 
method is not suitable for 
actual play but merely serves 
to enlighten the golfer on 
backhswing fundamentals,

Dr, Esme Wingfield Stratford in 
his book, “Crusade for Civilisa- 
tion” (Routledge, 7s. 6d.) shows 
that present-day ‘“Imperialisms” 
are the totalitarian nations and 
that the ambitions of all peoples 
shold be free association by the 
tie of mutual consent.

Belgian Army on British soil. The tale they have to 
tell is one of oppression, robbery, deceit and violence. 

But it is also a tale of hope, because they. are 
proud to testify that the Belgians resist their Ger- 
man.oppressors with the same courage as they did 
during the last war, in spite of the knowledge that 
the outside world has not the same sympathy for 
them now as it had in 1914. 


In 1914, Belgium under Ger- 
man rule ‘enjoyed, up to a point, 
the protection afforded by the pre- 
sence of diplomatic representatives 
of neutral countries, especially of 
the United States. In this war, 
however, the Germang have not 
long tolerated the presence of such 
formidable witnesses. The Nazis 
hope to isolate the Belgian people 
by lowering, as it were, Ne: yA 
curtain between the stage and 
aud.torjum, 

But they are not succeeding. 
Belgians have no obvious means of 
communicating with the outside 
‘-vortd, but they know perfectly 
well how the war is progressing, 
They listen in secret to the British 
broadcasts in French and Flemish, 
and nearly every day they sea 
British aeroplanes on their way to 
objectives in Belgium itself or in 
Germany. 

In these circumstances it is no 
great marvel if practically all Bel- 
viens take » very optimistic view 
of the prospects of the war and 
are ardently pro-British. 


The King's Position 


The determination shown by 
Britain after the French surrender 
is the main reason for the spirit 
of resistance jn Belgium. Other 
factors ave the plundering of Bel- 
gian food stores and industrial 
products, the extraordinary blun- 
ders and impudence of German 
propaganda, and the attemnts of 


pmone themselves by playing off 
the Flemish awainst the Walloons 
or French-speaking Belgians. 

Resistance is considerably 
strengthened by the fact that King 
Leopold in spite of German pres- 
sure, has refused to conclude any 
kind of agreement with Germany, 
and considers himself a prisoner 
of war. 

He is stil! popular with his 
peopic, and mo constitutionat 
issue has arlscn between the 
King in Brussels and the Bel- 
glan Government In London, 
The Government say he is not in 

a position to exercise his powers 
as King, and he himself implicitly 
approves this verdict by having no 
dculings with the enemy.

Playing Position 
BY BEST BALL 


Beginning golfers 
unable to determine 
Just what constitutes a proper 
back swing in golf. They 
may have some idea of how 
the club should be taken back 
but the precise functions of 
the arms and body and the 
co-ordination between the two 
is not clear. For example, in 
the ilutration to the left the 
player is shown with the club 
half way up in the backstroke 
yet no apparent body turn has 
accompanied this arm move- 
ment. Consequently, the swing 
will not onty be tacking In 
power but that forward move- 
ment of the clubhead close to 
the ground, which cun only 
come when the body is mov- 

. ing forward with the stroke, 

By haying the player break 
his wrists while standing in 
his natural address position, 
until the club ig nearly verti- 
cal to the ground, then turning 
his body to the right, one gains 
the proper position for this 
point in the backstroke, Hands, 
wrists and arms remain as 
they were and by breaking the 
wrists still more the club may 
be lifted over the right shoul- 
der. The final position is 
similar to that used in playing 
a full shot. Naturally such a 
method is not suitable for 
actual play but) merely serves 
to enlighten the golfer on 
backswing fundamentals,

Col. Donovan began his tour on Decem- 
ber 26 and in the interval has had ample op- 
portunity of examining the political, 
nomic and strategic position in the Mediter- 
ranean, which was one of the prime objects 


of his visit to Europe. 


Mediterranean problems have 
in the past attracted but relative- 
ly lttle attention in) America. 
where wider questions affecting 
the two oceans which wash the 
shores of the United States have 
been the main preoccupation, 

Col, Donovan's inquiries have 
in a large part been directed to an 
investigation of the impact of Me- 
diterranean problems on those of 
the Atlantic and, indirectly, on the 
Pacifle. 

He began this inquiry with an 
exhaustive study of the defences 
of Gibraltar, where he also dls- 
cussed with Admiral Somerville 
the more general aspects of the 
whole subject. 


War Experience 


Apart from his own experience - 
in the last war, Col, 
Donovan has visited battle fronts | 
on other occasions and he saw the 
Abyssinian war from the Italian 
side und the Spanish Civil. War 
from the side of General Franco. 

During his present tour exten- 
sive visits have been made along 
North Africa and he was at Bar- 
dia shortly after its fall, 

He was tn Tobruk at Austra: 
lian Army Headquarters when 
plans for what proved to be a 
further victorious advance were 
being developed. 


In Egypt he had long conversa- 
lions with General Wavetl, Sir 
Arthur Longmore and Adiniral Sie 
Andrew Cunningham.

The belicf is quite universal 
that while the national defence 
programme of America cannot be 
put into high gear for six months 
later, the United States entertains 
no worry regarding Japan, 


The United States, however, is 
somewhat concerned over the 
prospect that if America plunged 
into war in the Pacific, “all-out” 
aid to Britain would be adversely 
affected, despite President Roose- 
velt’s assurances to the contrary. 


In view of the fact that the re- 
organisation of the United States 
Pacific and Asiatic fleets has been 
completed, and air strength in 
Hawaii augmented, most leading 
American newspaper editors be- 
lieve that America’s preparations 
in the Pacific have exceeded the 
stage of einpty threats. 


Fullest Attention 


The “Kansas City Star,” one of 
the most influential papers in the 
zone where isolationist influences 
predominate, has repeatedly point- 
ed out that America is now devot- 
ing the fullest attention to the 
Pacific situation, but says that the 
future depends largely upon ‘Ja- 
panese policies. 


The “New York Herald-Tri- 
bune" has unequivocab!y advocat- 
ed for America a policy of calling 
a halt to Japan, while the “New 
York Times” urges a naval block- 
ade of Japan from Alaska to Java 
in the event of war.

Playing Position 
BY BEST BALL 

Beginning golfers are often 
unable to determine precisely 
Just what constittites a proper 
back swing on wolf. They 
may have some iden of how 
the club should be taken back 
but the precise functions of 
the arms and body and the 
co-urdimation between the two 
is hot clear, For examiple, in 
the illutration to the left the 
player is shown with the club 
half way up in the backstroke 
yet no apparent body turn has 
accompanied this arm move- 
ment, Consequently, the swing 
will not) only be lacking in 
power but that forward move- 
ment of the clubhead close to 
the ground, which can only’ 
come when the body is mov- 
ing forward with the stroke. 

By having the player break 
his wrists while standing in 
his natural address position, 
until the club is nearly verti- 
cal to the ground, thn turning 
his body to the right, one gains 
the proper position {or this 
point in the backstroke, Hands, 
wrists and arms remain as 
they were and by breaking the 
wrists still more the club muy 
be lifted over the right shoul- 
der, The final) position — is 
similar to that used in playing 
a full shot. Naturally such a 
method is not suitable for 
actual play but merely serves 
to enlighten — the polfer oon 
backswing fundamentals,
